ROBERT DUCE, 
DONALD HOOD, TED FOLSOM AND FRANK MANNHEIM (THERMAL POLLU- 
TION EXPERT) ARE CURRENTLY SCHEDULED TO ARRIVE IN MOSCOW 
SEPTEMBER 22. WE TRUST THAT AN ITINERARY HAS BEEN SET UP 

IN ACCORDANCE WITH MY LETTER OF JULY 8, L974, AND WOULD 
APPRECIATE CONFIRMATION OF THE ARRIVAL DATE AND ITINERARY.

PRECIATE CONFIRMATION OF THESE DATES AND AN INDICATION 
OF THEIR ITINERARY AT YOUR EARLY CONFENIENCE.

3. WE ARE AGREEABLE TO THE VISIT OF A SOVIET DELEGATION ON 
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BIOLOGICAL MONITORING NOVEMBER 10 THROUGH 24, AS DISCUSSED 
WITH DR. DUKE DURING HIS VISIT TO THE USSR EARLIER THIS 
SUMMER. WE UNDERSTAND THAT YOU AND DR. MIRONOV PLUS TWO 
OTHER SPECIALISTS WOULD COMPOSE THIS TEAM. IN ORDER TO 

PREPARE THE BEST POSSIBLE VISIT, WE WOULD APPRECIATE
